ARBITRATION COMMITTEE APPOINTED. 
Atcuison, Kas., March 11.—Governor 


Martin and the railroad commissioners 
were in secret conference the greater part 
of the day with the executive committee 
of the strikers and District Superintend- 
ent Fallon, of the Missouri Pacific. The 
strikers presented their grievances and - 
after a discussion of the matter, at the 
suggestion of the Governor, the commis- 
sioners consented, if both sides were 
willing, to act as arbitrators. There was 
no pretence that the commissioners had 
any authority to arbitrate, but they 
consented to act in the ho 

that the difficulty might be settled 
amicably. After the conference ad- 
journed, the committee commrnicated to 
the strikers the proposition of the Gov- 
ernor. The meeting was largely attended 
and lasted two hours, after which they 
adjourned. The strikers have authorized 
the committee to give their. ultimatum, 
which is said to be a demand, first, for the 
restoration of October rates, and then 
the arbitration decision of the arbitrators, 
which is said, however, to be agreeable to 
both sides. At 8 o’clock this evening the 
committee is in session with the Governor © 
and the commissioners. 


A general meeting of the strikers was 


held to-night to hear the Governor’s. 
proposition, and rejected it by unanimous 
vote; and instructed the committee to say 
to the Governor that the strikers- would 
accept the services of the railway commis- 
eioners as arbitrators, provided the wages 
were first restored to the October scale, 
pending arbitration; that the other shops 
in the strike shall be treated in the same 
manner in their respective States, and 
that until a conclusion is reached which 
shall be mutually agreeable, matters shall 
stand as at preseat. This report having 
been communicated to the Governor and 
another conference held, it was agreed by 
the committee that they would, in defer- 
ence to a suggestion made by Governor 
Martin, join the committees from Parsons 
and Sedalia and proceed to St. Louis and 
interview Messrs. Hayes and Hoxie in 
person. J 


THE CAUSE OF THE STRIKE. 
Sr. Louis, March i1—R. 8. Hayes, 


senior Vice President of the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad, in an interview on the 
strike, said: The main question in this 
strike is one of personal liberty, or 
whether a handful of men, who are not 
satisfied with their positions as employes, 
shall be allowed to prevent other men, 
who have no expressed cause of dissat- 
isfaction, from continuing at work, Out 
of 25,000 employes of the Southwestern > 
and Wabash systems not one thousand 
are directly affected by the reduction of 
wages, which is, alleged to be the reason 
of the strike, and I am certain that of this 
thohsand at least five hundred would go 
to work to-morrow if they were not re- 
strained by their bulldosing co-em- 
ployes.“ The reduction is in regard to 
men employed in the machine shops and 
round houses. The train service hands 
have not been reduced. The reductions 
have been principally in Texas.
